Leland Benson Brought 
Back From Oregon 
After Admitting 
Apartment Killing. 


Leland Duane Benson, 33- 
year-old truck driver, arrived 


here by plane today from Med- 
ford, Ore., to face a murder 
charge following his admission 
that he killed mas G. Kim- 
ber in the latter’s St. Louis 
apartment two weeks ago. 
Detective Sgt. Frank O'Neill, 
who went to Oregon Saturday 
night, returned with Benson 
this. morning. The prisoner, 
held technically on an. auto- 
mobile theft charge, was taken 
to police headquarters. The 
circuit attorney's office said a 
first-degree murder warrant 
would be issued today. 
Benson and two companions 
were arrested Friday on a 
highway near Medford by State 
Trooper B. Roger Clark, who 
stopped the Missouri-licensed 
car Benson was driving for a 
routine check. Benson exhibit- 
ed Kimber’s driver's license 
and credit cards, and posed as 
Kimber. The personal descrip- 
tions varied, however, and 
Clark arrested Benson. 

Stolen on April 4. 
Following communication 
with Missouri authorities, Ore- 
gon State Police learned the 
automobile was reported stol- 
en April 4, the day Kimber’s 
body, with the skull fractured, 
was found in his apartment at 
4512 Westminster place. Ben- 
son admitted stealing the car, 
but insisted he did not know 
Kimber and had found the cre- 
dentials in the glove compart- 
ment after stealing the ma- 
chine from a parking place. 
Questioned about the mur- 
der, Benson late Saturday ad- 
mitted that he killed Kimber 
with a “tool,” police said. He 
then fled in the 1958-model 
automobile assigned to Kim- 
ber by the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers, for which Kimber was 
a field agent. The killing ap- 
parently .occurred March 31, 
the last dav Kimber was seen 
alive by other tenants in the 
apartment building. A hammer 
found in Kimber’s anartment 
is believed to have been the 
murder weapon.

At First He Was Going

PATUXENT, Md., April 13— 
Lt. Comdr. Walter M. Schirra 
Jr. had no intention of volun- 
teering to be a space pilot 
when he was summoned to 
Washington last January as 
one of 110 men deemed eli- 
gible. 

“All I wanted to know was 
who I could say ‘no’ to and 
how many ways I could say 
‘no,’/" he told the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

Sitting in a sport shirt and 
slacks in his apartment in the 
naval air test center here, 
Schirra told how he had 
changed his mind in the first 
two days of briefing in Wash- 
ington. His tall, blonde wife 
listened approvingly and said 
she agreed fully with his deci- 
sion. 

One of Seven Named. 

He was one of the seven 
named last week as the na- 
tion’s first spacemen—the 
Mercury astronauts. 

“Only an idiot” would have 
rushed into the program with- 
out thinking it over carefully, 
he had told a news conference 
last Thursday. 

Elaborating here, he said: 
“There were two reasons for 
my initial negative reaction. 
The first was due to my own 
ignorance. I thought the pro- 
gram involved too much risk 
and was not too well thought 
out. 

“The second was that I was 
very much involved in a 
luscious project already—serv- 
ice testing of the F-4H, the 
new all-weather jet fighter 
being built by McDonnell Air- 
craft Co. in St. Louis, 

Schirra explained that he 
has had the good luck to be- 
come a test pilot and the still 
greater fortune to be assigned 
to the F-4H.

“The emergency tax levy 
must be passed at the special 
election,” Bohanon said in a 
letter to the committee. “If our 
public schools are not main- 
tained on a reasonable stand- 

s ard, which is.all that is ex- 
pected from the special tax, the 
** future of today’s children and 
tomorrow's citizens will be 
placed in jeopardy. 


10 Cents a Week 


“To the average homeowner, 
the additional tax will amount 
to only 10 cents a week. This 
is certainly a bargain price to 
pay to assure our children’s 
educational future.” 


Support of the tax proposal 
also has been pledged by the 
Northwest Schools Association, 
which has been active in seek- 
ing a new high school for its 
section of the city.

The federation, founded in 
1919, lists a membership of 
1,576,462 families and claims 
to represent “three out of every 
four organized farmers.” Af- 
filiated bureaus are in 48 states, 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico; the 
strongest membership concen- 
trations are in Illinois, Indiana 
and Iowa. The federation is 
headed by Charles B. Shuman, 
with headquarters in Chicago. 

The Grange, started in 1867, 
has a membership of 860,000 
individuals in 37 states, the 
largest state membership being 
in Ohio. It has headquarters 
in Washington, where the or- 
ganization is erecting an 11- 
eer building. The Grange 
master is Herschel D. Newsom. 

The Farmers Union was or- 
ganized in 1902 and has a mem- 
bership of 279,904 families, 
mostly in Oklahoma, North 
Dakota and Minnesota. The 
president is James K. Patton, 
who operates from an “atomic- 
bomb proof” 10-story building 
in Denver:

what will happen if we return 
to a relatively free market, 
where the government is not 
the main factor? Three-fourths 
of agriculture has a relatively 
free market now, and we have 
controls largely in wheat, corn, 
cotton, tobacco, rice, peanuts 
and grain sorghums. 

“You hear many people say— 
‘but these crops are different’, 
I am convinced that these 
crops are not fundamentally 
different. Of course, we could 
not suddenly dump the piled- 
up commodities on the market. 
We would have to be assured 
that this accumulation would 
not suddenly come back into 
the picture. 

“But in 10 years we could 
find ways to get rid of it. A 
great deal of it we might give 
away and other parts we could 
dispose of in discount sales. 

“In our return to a relatively 
free market, we would elimi- 
nate all artificial incentives on 
the part of the government, 
such as payments in purchase 
of fertilizer. And further, we 
would need some kind of soil- 
bank type of program to get 
farmers away from producing 
for that government bin. That’s 
the trouble—they have geared 
oe to produce for that 

n. 

“And, for the longer range, 
we would promote greater mar- 
kets at home and abroad. In 
short, work for more consump- 
tion. The current explosion of 
population is in our favor. The 
new. consumers who were eat- 
ing baby food are more and 
more demanding hamburgers 
and steaks. 

“Still, in meat consumption, 
a curious thing has happened 
in the last two or three years.

The serious illness which may 
cause the retirement of Secretary 
Dulles is of course regrettable, 
but his removal. from office at 
this time would be opportpne. 

Mr. Dulles belongs to America’s 
old school of “cold war” diplo- 
mats. Because of his frequent or 
occasional association with such 
tutors as Charles Evans Hughes, 
Cordell Hull, or his uncle by mar- 
riage, Robert Lansing, Mr. Dulles 
is psychologically entangled in 
the “cold war’s” maze of self- 
deceptions. 

That entanglement disqualifies 
him for conducting the new phase 
of war, that is, disengagement, 
which our allies, not the Russians, 
are forcing upon us. 

From its beginning, Uni 
States “cold war” policy has been 
based on a progressive accumula- 
tion of idealistic hoaxes. 

The most successful of our 
“cold war’ hoaxes, and therefore 
the most disastrous, has been the 

-“free elections” diplomacy with 
which the name of Secretary 
Dulles will always be connected. 
The innocence implied by the 
phrase, “free elections,” appeals 
to sentimental America; it gives a 
gloss of self-righteousness to 
power politics. 

Until now, under the guidance 
of Secretary Dulles, the United 
States has refused to consider any 
solution of the German. problem 
except by foreign-supervised “free 
elections” in the Soviet occupa- 
tion zone. As Anthony Eden re- 
marked to Edward Stettinius on 
oe way to Yalta, “We're asking 
a lot.” 


The recent initiative of Prime ° 


Minister Macmillan makes it clear 
that our most reliable allies, the 
British, have had enough of “free 
elections” diplomacy. While they 

- have no intention of being forced 
out of Berlin by Khrushchev 
threats, they are not willing to 
stay in Germany forever to save 
face for an idealistic Secretary of 
State. 

This British initiative should be 
welcome to Americans; perhaps 
British experience can get us un- 
tangled from our “defense perime- 
ter” and “free elections” commit- 
ments without too much damage 
to our self-esteem.

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Sorry Record So Far 
Gov. Blair is going to appeal to the leaders 
of the General Assembly to revive his flagging 
legislative program. His fairly modest tax 
measures. are in trouble in the Senate. His 
ambitious roads program is getting nowhere. 
Even an elementary traffic safety ‘measure,

First and foremost, it has been serving 
special interests. — 


Example: Outdoor advertising interests op- 
posed the Highway Commission bill to regu- 
late billboards on interstate highways, which 
would protect the. scenery and assure the 
state of more federal aid. But the House 
Roads Committee voted 28 to 2 to kill the 
measure, The billboard interests got what 
they wanted. 


Example: The Missouri Bus and Truck As- 
sociation wanted another increase in truck 
weights, this time from 64,000 to 68,000 
pounds, plus a one-foot increase in height, 
which the Highway Department opposed. The 
House passed the measure by 100 to 9, along 
with another bill increasing maximum truck 
fees. The truckers got most of what they 
wanted. 


Example: The Missouri Oil Council fought 
a 2-cent gas tax increase offered by the Gov- 
ernor and Highway Commission to finance a 
20-year road program. The Senate Roads 
Committee refused to act on this measure, 
and ducked away from a 1-cent compromise. 
So far, the oil interests have got what they 
wanted. 


Example: The State Chamber of Commerce 
and Associated Industries of Missouri are 
against bills for withholding state income 
taxes. Fourteen other states use this pay-as- 
you-go system to increase revenue without 
increasing taxes. But the’ House Ways and 
Means Committee voted 9 to 2 to kill a with- 
holding bill. The employer interests got 
what they wanted. 


Example: A pattern of gubernatorial and 
state favoritism toward private power in- 
terests was initiated when the Missouri Power 
& Light won a power contract at the Fulton 
state hospital, with Gov. Blair’s personal sup- 
port. The House named a special committee 
to investigate, but it found nothing illegal 
and refused to try to close legal loopholes 
permitting such favoritism. The power in- 
terests got what they wanted. 


To date the Legislature has written a sorry 
record. It is a record of special delivery for 


_ special interests, with issues of broad public 


interest left to routine handling or a dead 
letter office. Such subservience to lobbies is 
an argument for a unicameral legislature. 

Do the legislators want to stand on such a 
record? They have only a month and a half 
in which to improve it. 


Too Many Others to Select From 


When either political party controls a large 
city for a long time, its party officials tend 
to become brazen and arrogant. Circuit Clerk 
Phelim O’Toole provides an example in his 
choice of tavern operator Joseph Lorne 
Buschman for the $435-a-month post as Dep- 
uty Circuit Clerk in the executions depart- 
ment. The reason for the choice is only too 
plain. Buschman is Democratic committee- 
man for the Seventeenth Ward. If he fills the 
post it will knit the Democratic City Com- 
mittee that much tighter into local patronage 
and the personal gain incentive will be that 
much stronger in primaries and elections. 
The reason why the choice should not be 
approved by the Circuit Judges of St. Louis is 
equally plain. Buschman has pleaded guilty 
on two separate occasions to operating hand- 
books in violation of state law. There are 
too,many law-abiding people in St. Louis who 
could fill this post for the Circuit Judges to 
bless one with a record as a convicted bookie. 


Knoxville’s Warning 


Defeat of the Knoxville-Knox county con- 
solidation proposal in Tennessee ought to 
come as no surprise. Judging by the record, 
mergers of this kind are virtually impossible 
to put over. As ‘a study for the Council of 
State Governments has made clear, no. large 
American city in this century has success- 
fully annexed its suburbs when the suburban 
areas’ had a separate and equal voice in 
whether they wanted to be annexed. 


In the Knoxville merger .both city and 
suburban voters were overwhelmingly against 
the proposal; the city voted No by 4 to 1 and 
the county by 6 to 1. While the professional 
politicians whose jobs would have been elim- 
inated led the opposition, the pros on their 
own clearly could not have run up such ma- 
jorities as were turned out against the consoli- 
dation. People generally were unwilling to 
do what Knoxville’s business, professional, 
civic groups and newspapers urged them to do. 


There is a lesson here for the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Freeholders, now torn between 
two competing plans, one of which would 
merge city and county while the other would 
set up a separate metropolitan district to ad- 
minister a limited number of functions. 


In view of frequently expressed county 
opposition to merger or any form of annexa- 
tion, ‘why should the Freeholders imagine 
that a consolidation plan would fare any bet- 
ter here than it has fared in Tennessee and 
elsewhere? The Knoxville vote is the latest 
piece of evidence that the best chance for 
reasonable metropolitan reorganization in St. 
Louis lies with the district plan. 


Who Will Take the Lead? 


Chairman Celler of the House Judiciary 
Committee says that the proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution to repeal the two- 
term limit for presidential tenure appears 
dead for this session. The New York Demo- 
crat says no one is working to get it sub- 
mitted to the states. 

That may be true—that not enough people 
are working hard enough. But many leaders 
in Washington, including President Eisen- 
hower, Speaker Rayburn and others of out- 
standing political stature, are on record in 
favor of removing the handicap which the 
Twenty-Second Amendment places on a Chief 
Executive in his second term. 


How about the House Judiciary Committee 
taking the lead in making all this clear to 
the country—and how about Emmanuel Cel- 
ler providing leadership for the committee 
which he heads? The late George W. Norris 
of Nebraska went down in history as the 
father of the amendment to eliminate the

Each of. these four nations has had as much 
experience with colonialism and dictatorship 
as Cuba. Each is as devoted to democracy as 
Cuba. Each is as nationalistic and insistent 
upon independence as Cuba. Yet each recog- 
nizes that there is no more insidious and 
anti-nationalistic imperialism anywhere than 
Communism. Not even “neutralism” would 
be permissible were the Communists to gain 
power.

Tuesday Night’s School Choices 


St. Louis county’s least known and one of 
its most important elections will be conducted 
Tuesday at’ 8 p.m. at Clayton’s Maryland 
school, 7501 Maryland avenue. Three of the 
six seats on the County Board of Education 
will be filled in balloting by the 180 members 
of the county’s 30 school boards. 

The County Board has no school system of 
its own.. It exists solely to propose school dis- 
trict consolidations in order that public edu- 
cation may be administered with greater 
efficiency and economy, and to provide im- 
proved educational opportunities for the 
children, 

About a fourth of the high school districts 
in the county are now too small to provide 
satisfactory educational opportunities at rea- 
sonable cost; another fourth are barely out 
of that class and are helping to contribute to 
the teacher shortage, among other things. It 
is the County Board’s duty to plan and pro- 
pose consolidations that could correct these 
deficiencies. 

In the past individual school board mem- 
bers from the 30 districts who are the electors 
in this instance have been notably lax in par- 
ticipating in this election. The result is a 
County Board which has proposed no more 
than token consolidations. The district board 
members who are so quick to urge people to 
get out and vote for them ought to make sure 
that they vote in this election. Otherwise 
they may be short-changing some of the chil 
dren in their own districts. 


Mottled Picture in Employment 


The word that the unemployment situation 
has improved nationally comes close to being 
the best news possible for those families 
which have had to get along these past months 
while the breadwinner was minus his regu- 
lar pay check. It is even better news than the 
act of Congress and President Eisenhower in 
putting through the bill that extended for 
three months from March 31 the payment of 
federal emergency unemployment compensa- 
tion benefits. 

Actually only a few states have joined in 
accepting federal credits under the special un- 
employment program to extend benefits. In 
12 months the total to participate was only 
17, not including Missouri. Five states, among 
them Illinois, preceeded on their own to ex- 
tend benefits through their own insurance 
reserves, | 

At Jefferson City, no legislation to put 
Missouri into the emergency extension pro- 
gram has even been voted on, and the Jour- 
ney bill to raise maximum benefits to $38 is 
moving slowly. The Senate has tentatively 
approved it, but the measure still has a long 
way to go. } 

Economic recovery, too, has a long way fo 
go before it eliminates the unemployment 
that has plagued the country for some two 
years. During the recession many companies 
increased the efficiency of their operations 
with the result that many jobs and positions 
have been made unnecessary meantime. That 
is why Secretary of Labor Mitchell, the Cab- 
inet member closest to the work benches of 
the country, has been trying to get the Eisen- 
hower Administration to support a stronger 
federal benefit program for jobless workers. 

Surely the Labor Department chief will be 
able to demonstrate that improved statistics, 
good as they are, do. not provide the answer 
for those who are likely to remain’ unem- 
ployed for months to come. You cannot eat 
statistics any more than when that observa- 
tion was made the first time. ie

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A Fog Over Defense Technology 


Secrecy Conceals, Even Distorts Correct Evaluation of Space Age Developments

The recent experience of The New 
York Times with the Defense De- 
partment and White House over 
publication of Project Argus is a 
ypical example of how a deliberate 
effort is being made to thicken the 
fog of secrecy that separates the 
American people from the vital 
policies and decisions of its govern- 
ment. 


It is similar to the process this 
magazine went through some 18 
months ago when we made the de- 
cision to tell the American people 
the facts about 
Soviet missile de- 
velopments and 
how they had 
been made known 
to our government 
through wunim- 
peachable techni- 
cal methods. Both 

Aviation Week and 
The New York Times made the 
same ultimate decision that inform- 
ing the American people on a mat- 
ter vital to their future was the most 
important consideration. 


It is interesting in retrospect to 
note that in the case of our story on 
the United States missile monitoring 
system, of which the Turkish radar 
installation at Samsun was‘only a 
part, the security issue raised by 
some government officials proved to 
be a false bogey. This missile mon- 
itoring network has been operating 
continuously and effectively - since 
Aviation Week’s disclosure of its ex- 
istence and is now operating in an 
augmented form more éfficiently 
thah ever before. 


We expect a similar pattern to 
emerge from the alleged security 
considerations of Project Argus. It 
is difficult to understand a policy of 
attempted cencealment of layers of 
nuclear radiation projected into 
space in a 100-mile-thick layer and 
extending around the world. There 
is evidence that their existence had 
long since been detected by foreign 
scientists.

Even economists can agree on 
that.

used automobiles, and the 11

s sales over March a year 
ago are industry’s bursting 
signs of spring or a real eco- 
nomic They debate 
whether the gains are merely 
seasonal or the prelude to a 
major expansion in industrial 
activity this year. 

Such a. debate—only in re- 
verse—occurred at this time 
last year. Then, winter hung 
on like a bad cold. Spring was 
late. Retail sales slowed, Out- 
door work couldn't get going. 
Unemployment in March, at 
5,200,000, was as high as in 
February, and February was I,- 
800,000 higher than December. 
Not only that, but April wasn’t 
much er. Unemployment 
declined by a mere 100,000, 

Extra Early Easter. 

That was real bad. It looked 
to many Congressmen, labor 
leaders, and economists, includ- 
ing some, but not all, of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s close advis- 
ers, as if the recession would 
flatten out the spring upturn 
like a steam roller a lumpy 
road bed. It looked as if the 
recessio.. were gathering mo- 
mentum. . 

Cut taxes, the President was 
advised. Spend money on pub- 
lic works, the President was 
advised. Do both, the Presi- 
dent was advised, but do some- 
thing! Stimulate business! 

Wisely, as we know in 
retrospect, the President re- 
sisted such near-panic de- 
mands. The weather delayed, 
but did not halt, the spring 
upturn. The bottom of the 
recession was reached when 
the calls for help were loud- 
est. Hence, it’s well to re- 
flect that favorable conflu- 
ences. prevail today to buoy 
the statistics, just. as last 
year the confluences were 
unfavorable. 

First, Easter was unusually 
early this year—March 29 ver- 
sus April 6 last year, and 
April 21 in 1957. This meant 
an early rise in retail sales 
and somewhat earlier hiring 
of extra help in department 
stores; also earlier manufac- 
turing of Easter wares. Second, 
the prospect of a-July strike 
has spurred steel buying. The 
industry is turning out a rec- 
ord 2,640,000 tons of steel in- 
gots a week as against 1,970,- 
000 a week in December. 
Third, there’s a feeling of con-

Most of these are unskilled 
workers who may find jobs 
shortly ih outdoor occupations 
—construction and farming. 


It Could Have Been Worse. 

Re-employment has to con- 
tend with technology. During 
the recession, many companies 
and industries eliminated jobs 
without commensurate loss of 
production. Adverse sales and 
profits taught them the best 
uses of machinery installed 
during the postwar years. They 
got increased productivity. 
Thus, for every 100-manhours 
in manufacturing in 1953, we 
have only 91 today. Yet, in 
those 91 hours one man is able 
to turn out 7% more work. 

Call it automation, cal] it 
what you will, What it 

means is that recavery 
has a lot further to go be- 
fore we can conclude that 
the unemployment problem 
is licked. 

It’s a little bit like that, too, 
with automobile sales, Sears, 
Roebuck’s improvement over 
a@ year ago, and resurgence in 
steel. It’s like what I had in 
the back of my mind about 
baseball and never came out 
with. You can’t tell at the end 
of April who'll win the pen- 
nant by who’s in first place 
(unless it’s the Yankees!), and 
you can’t tell where the busi- 
ness indexes or the stock mar- , 
ket or employment will be at 
the end of the year by what 
happens in March or even 
April. 

But this you can say: March 
could have been a lot worse 
and still not have been bad.

On Same Day That King George VI 
Interviewed Him for Palace Job

IT WAS a chill morning in February when the impeccably 
dressed Peter Townsend was saluted by the sentry outside the 
wrought-iron gates of the Palace and then was shown into the 
King’s study by a servant in blue battle dress. It was a small 
sunny room decorated in the King’s favorite colors — light 
green walls and dark green carpet. The interview lasted about 


half an hour. 


The King must have asked 
many questions about Peter's 
life and Peter’s family — a 
family that for generations had 
served its country. So while 
the King was desirous of re- 
warding gallantry rather than 
of furthering the advantages 
of birth, the: 29-year-old Peter 
Townsend was really tailor- 
made in both respects. Also, 
from the standpoint of the 
Court, he was married to the 
right kind of woman—the for- 
mer Rosemary Pawle, daughter 
of a brigadier. There is no 
doubt Peter made a good im- 
pression’) A few days later the 
appointment was confirmed. 

Peter Was to become a cour- 
tier. In‘a month he had start- 
ed work in the Palace. 

If this story were fiction, it 
would be a picturesque touch 
in weaving the threads of a 
romance to have Peter meet 
Princess Margaret on the day 
he went to see the King for 
the first time.

She 
chattered endlessly in a voice 
far louder than the usual mur- 
mur employed by the royal 
family. That first meeting 
came and went and had all 
the significance of two strang- 
ers meeting in a bus queue. 

But from that moment Town- 
send was to be thrown into 
Margaret’s company. 

No family in the world is 
subject to so merciless, so un- 
relenting a stare of public 
scrutiny as the British royal 
family. And no member has 
had to suffer from this ordeal 
by publicity. more than Prin- 
cess Margaret. 

Most of what is written is 
awry, some of it scandalous. 
Princess Margaret is a royal 
person and one who is perfect- 
ly conscious of what that state 
entails. That she is an attrac- 
tive girl, gay, warmhearted, 
and alert, is incidental to the 
central pur of her life. It 
is a formal life and a lonely 
one, hemmed in by Victorian 
conventions and _ disciplines 
that have almost vanished from 
English life elsewhere. 


Princess Margaret’s friends 
are an amiable and intelligent 
collection of young people; 
they are conventional in the 
sense of belie-ing in modera- 
tion. But they are lively-mind- 
ed and regard conversational 
dullness almost as a form of 
bad manners. Although the 
Princess is not a Bohemian,

and theatrical talents. Hence 
she became a fan and friend 
of Danny Kaye, not minding 
when he called her “honey” 
instead of “Ma’am.”

Sad Tale of a Camel 


HYDE PARK, April 13. 

THIS IS A RATHER SAD TALE—for my granddaugh- 
ter. In Paris she received a cable saying that unfortunately 
her camel came from an area where there was foot and 
mouth disease, and hence could not be admitted to the 
United States. Since the first disappointment, everyone 
has been busy trying to decide what to do with the camel 
in Beersheba, Israel! We hope it will find a good home in 
spite of the fact that everyone who knows camels tells us 
that the best camel] ig the most disagreeable one, and that 
our hope of an agreeable pet was a vain one. 

To my amusement, most of the news stories I have 
seen speak of my having paid for the camel and aided and 
abetted this particular project. As a matter of fact, I paid 
nothing for the camel and just let matters take their own 
course. The way to learn is to do things yourself without 
too much interference from the aged, as long as nothing 
really harmful seems to be going to happen to you! 


This column will appear the day after the an- 
niversary of my husband’s death. On that day, 
those who think of him with gratitude are always 
particularly thankful for the National Foundation. 
Without the work of the foundation, the Salk vac- 
cine would perhaps not have been developed for 
many years. Now that we have it, all of’ us should 
at least make’ sure that we and our children are 
protected from the recurrence of polio epidemics, 
which always produce a sharp rise in paralytic 
polio cases. 


The epidemic season is again approaching, yet 98,- 
000,000 Americans still have not had a single shot of Salk 
vaccine. To be fully safeguarded, you should have three 
shots. There are special instances where people cannot be 
safeguarded, but the great majority, if they will take the 
shots, can be spared this dread disease. 

In Israe], for example, I visited a very remarkable 
set-up for the care and rehabilitation of children who suf- 
fered in the 1958 polio outbreak in that country. Israel 
had made an effort to use the Salk vaccine on a fairly 
wide scale in 1957 and 1958. : 

The case rate among those who had received 
three shots of vaccine was only 11 per 10,000 pop- 
ulation. Where there had only been two shots, 
there were 42 cases per 10,000 among children. 
Where there was no vaccination, the rate was 46 
cases per 10,000, This would seem striking evi- 
dence that if we hope to decrease the incidence of 
paralytic polio anywhere in the world we must 
find means to have everybody vaccinated. 

Children below the age of 5 seems to be the most vul- 
nerable, but everyone under 40—and even those above— 
should now have these three shots, because vaccine is plen- 
tiful. Communities should try to see that no one is un- 
vaccinated either because of lack of knowledge or lack of 
money. Vaccination clinics charge $1 to cover the cost of 
the vaccine’and the necessary equipment for using it, But 
to those who cannot afford the dollar, it should be made 
perfectly clear that this is no reason why they should not 
be vaccinated. The National Foundation will help any com- 
munity to start its program to get complete coverage this

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Current River Development

IT WOULD BE HARD to set 
~down all the reasons why the 
Current river country has be- 


' gome, through the years, our 


favorite recreation area. Among 


tity unto itself. It does not, as 
do great rivers like the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri, flow 
through a varying terrain 
whete geography, topography, 
climate, fauna and flora are 
constantly . Instead, 
the Current remains in char- 
acter from its source at Mon- 
tauk Spring to the point where 
it crosses into Arkansas. 


Swift and clear the river 
runs, alternating between pla 
cid pool and singing rapid and 
fed by its myriad springs. The 
forest cover, the mountain 
ple, the flowers and wildlife; 
all have the same character 
from one end of the stream 
to the other. This creates what 
the ecologists call a “biotic 
community” in which the re- 
lationships and inter-play be- 
tween the various life forms 
can be readily observed. And 
thus it becomes of special sig- 
nificance to the naturalist. 


There has recently been a 
stirring of interest in con- 
nection with this most out- 
standing, and in many ways 
most fragile, Missouri’s 


Current-Eleven Point water- 
shed in all sorts of ways. 
When examined, however, it 
is clear these plans have not 
been subject to enough 
thought and analysis; with 
the result that at least some 
of them could easily destréy 
the very values they are de- 
signed to build and preserve. 
And yet this does not mean 
that the development of this 
part of the Ozarks is in any 

_ way impossible. It is, in fact, 
necessary, and the problem 
is to work out plans that will 
enhance, not destroy, the aa- 
sets of the region. 


First task is to examine what 
the values and resources of the 
Current river country really 
are; for by no other means can 
we judge the soundness of 
whatever plans are proposed. 
When we do this, we realize 
that the first resource is the

people who live here. Some 
planners forget this, assuming 
the Current river codntry is 
an uninhabited wilderness 
where plans tan be made with- 
out considering people. The 
fact is, any development of this 
area should start with 
thinking of the residents. It 
must be aimed at social and 
economic betterment of the 
Current river country on a 
basis that reaches ‘out to bene- 
fit everybody — and not just 
real estate operators and pros- 
pective resort -owners. 


' When we start with people 
as the vital resources and talk 


in terms of economic better- 
ment, rather than use of the 
area for city people exclusively, 
the next two resources of the 
Current-Eleven Point country 
immediately suggest them- 
selves. These are the forests 
that cover 85 per cent of the 
land surface — and recreation. 


On land better suited’ for tree 
production than any other use, 
good forest management will 
provide the basic economic 
push that the Ozarks need. Of 
necessity this is long range, 
depending on control of fires 
in which we have made fair 
progress, on control of grazing 
in which we have made very 
little progress, and on the ex- 
tension of good timber manage- 
ment until this reaches down to 
the level of the small land 
owner. One eventual aim may 
be to bring in pulp mills utiliz- 


ing hard woods and based on 
the new processes which en- 
tirely eliminate stream pollu 
tion.
